SOVIET TROOPS 
CAPTURE VITAL 
RAIL TERMINAL 


Seize Novograd Volynski 
As Russians Near Old 
Polish Frontier 


(B y A s s o c ia te d P re * * ) 
LONDON. Jan. 3 — Driving with­ 
in 15 miles of the pre-war polish 
border, advance Russian forces to­ 
day captured Novograd Volynski,
